It also overlooks the fact that St. Pe­ 
ter and the other apostles, as w ell 
as the Master, frequently used the 
word fire in a sym bolic sense, to rep­ 
resent tribulation. 
Thus St. Peter, 
addressing the church, says, “Think 
it not strange concerning the fiery 
trial thai shall try you.” 
St. Paul Says that the fire of that 
Day shall try the work of every man 
(the Church), of w hat 
sort 
it 
is. 
Those who have built witl^ gold, sil­ 
ver, precious stones (the prom ises of, 
God’s W ord), shall be fore-proof in 
that Day; while those who have built 
with the wood, hay and stubble of hu­ 
man 
tradition — Higher 
Criticism, 
Human 
Evolution, 
etc.—w ill 
find 
their faith structure amenable to the 
fire; and they will suffer the loss of 
faith and have tribulations according­ 
ly.

The power of the public service 
commission lo authorize a rail load to 
Increase its rotes above the maximum 
fixed by statute will be determined 
in the case of the Missouri Southern 
railroad, which has filed an applica­ 
tion to increase its rates.
